W HEREAS it is expedient to shorten the Time now allowed 
by Law for taking the Polls at contested Elections, of 
Members to serve in Parliament for the several Conntres, 
Cities, Towns, and Boroughs in Ireland, and to divide the same into 
S Districts for the Purpose of Polling, and to establish a separate Polling 
Place within each such District : Be it therefore enacted hy the 
Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, m this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority- of the same, 
10 That at every contested Election of a Knight or Knights of the 
Shire to serve in Parliament for any County in Ireland which shall 
take place after the (') Fifteenth Day of ( s ) March in the Year of our 
I ord One thousand eight hundred and fifty-one the Polling shall com-

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inence on the next Day "but Two after the Day fixed, for the Election, 
save in the Cases herein- after mentioned, at the principal Place of 
Election, and also at the several Places to be appointed as herein- 
after directed for taking the Polls ; and such Polling shall continue for 
Two t^ays only, such Days being successive Days, save in the Cases 5 
herein-after mentioned, and shall commence at the Hour of Nine of 
the Clock in the Morning of the First Day and at Eight of the Clock
